Salad Greens 
Half the success of the summer 
salads depends on the greens. Their 
cool color and refreshing crispness 
giv e salads of ev ery‘kind an appe­ 
tizing appearance, especially in 
warm weather. 
Though lettuce is most widely 
used, romaine, endiv e, watercress, 
spinach, celery, cabbage, chiv es and 
ev en parsley are excellent for a 
garnish. Tender greens make the 
best salads. 
Keep them fresh in 
a refrigerator or some other cold 
place. They may be sprinkled and 
Kept in a closed v essel such as a tin 
pail with a tight top, or in one of 
the standard cov ered refrigerator 
dishes, or they may be wrapped in

Nev ­ 
er use salt as it wilts greens. Drain 
in a colander or on a cheese cloth 
and place in a cov ered dish in the 
refrigerator until serv ing time. To 
separate the leav es of head lettuce 
cut out the stem end or core about 
one inch and let cold water run into 
the opening made in this way. Turn 
the head right side up to drain. The 
leav es will separate readily and be 
crisp and dry for serv ing. 
To make a nest of lettuce as a 
foundation for the rest of the salad, 
use leav es of different sizes, begin­ 
ning with larger leav es and fitting 
into them one or two smaller leav es 
seeing that the leav es are cupped 
r.nd the stem ends together. 
Do 
not flatten the leav es. Arrange the 
rest of the salad on the stem ends 
ot the leav es to anchor them and 
make them cup around the salad. 
Large lettuce leav es which are too 
flat for an attractiv e salad may be 
shredded just before serv ing. Roll 
the leav es in a firm roll and shred 
with scissors.-
